TATE RESIGNATION 
RUM ROAD BOARD 
SENT TO GOVERNOR 


J. W. Barnett, of Athens, 
Named New Chairman; 
Change Goes Into Effect 
on April 1. 


The resignation of Colonel Sam 
Tate as chairman of the state highway 
board, effective April 1, and the ap- 


pointment of J. W. Barnett, Athens 


city engineer, to succeed him were an- 
nounced Thursday by Governor L. G. 
Hardman. 

Colonel Tate’s resignation was pred- 
icated upon the condition of his 
health. His physician, he said, has ad- 
vised him that he would not be re- 
sponsible: if he continued under the 
strain of administering the highway 
department. 

Colonel Tate’s intention to resign 
has been: informally known for the 
past ten days. 

That Mr. Barnett would be appoint- 
ed to succeed him was first made 
known in The Constitution Wednes- 
day of this week. Mr. Barnett has 
served as city engineer of Athens for 


the past 40 years, since his graduation 
from the University of Georgia, and 


two years ago received an appoint- 
ment to the chair of the board to suc- 


ceed John R. Holder, but failed of 
confirmation by the senate. 


To Take Rest. 
Colonel Tate said following his resig- 


nation, that his immediate intention 
was to take a much needed rest, after 
which he would retire to private life 
“Oe home in Tate,

first of the year, he stated, that his 
retirement from active public life was 
imperative. Ten days ago the warn- 
ing was reiterated. 

“Nothing else would have induced 
me to relinquish the office,” Colonel 
Tate stated. “There has been no di- 
vision of the board that would justify 
me in retiring. So far as criticism 
of the board or any of its acts is con- 
cerned, that had no influence in my 
decision. 

“I would have submitted by resigna- 
tion when my physician first cautioned 
me had it not been for the debts un- 
der which the highway department

“The reorganization, I consider, has 
been one of the crowning achieve- 
ments of the highway board, The most

n told hiss prior to. the Pot the German imperial navy,” -died 


in his sleep today in a sanitarium at 
Ebenhausen, near Munich, five days 
less than 81 years old. ~ 

Belligerent to the last, the man 
whose insistence on unrestricted sub- 
marine ‘warfare brought the United 
States. into the World War, had a 
paradoxically peaceful end. His heart 
had been weakened. by a bronchial at- 
tack last February. He fell asleep last 
night after saying he felt ill. 

He never woke up. His wife, one 
son and physicians were at his bed- 
side when he stopped breathing. 

The nationalist party, to which the 
big navy admiral belonged, was in 
caucus at the reichstag when the mes- 
sage of his death was received. Imme- 
diately the members held a memorial 
service. Later they submitted a mo- 
tion asking the government to recon- 
sider a previous decision and appro- 
priate money for the start of a second 
“‘nocket battleship”. of the Ersatz 
Preussen type. 

The navy yards at Wilhemshaven 
flew flags at half mast for Von Tir- 
pitz. President Paul Von Hindenburg, 
induced by Von Tirpitz to run for 
the presidency and later attacked by 
him for not seeking restoration of the 
monarchy, sent the admiral’s widow 
the following telegram: 

“The German navy will cherish the 
remembrance of your husband’s great 
service to the nation’s fleet in peace 
and war.”

Von Tirpitz clung to the last to the 
belief that his advice, if followed, 
might have caused Germany to win 
the war. Never a great believer in 
submarines before the conflict started, 
he altered his views and desired to 
launch the “unrestricted” use of u- 
boats long before the kaiser would 
consent, 

He resigned from his post as min- 
ister of marine because of Wilhelm’s 
hesitancy in 1916 but continued to 
direct the navy from behind the 
scenes. He was heart broken because 
the German grand fleet was never sent 
out to a pitched battle against Eng-

Tearing through Mississippi, Ar- 
kansas, and Louisiana last night, a 
tornado took a toll of five lives, in- 
jured nearly twoscore persons, vire 
tually wiped out one village, dis- 
rupted communications, and caused 
property damage of upward $100,000. 

The wrecking wind first struck 
plantations and villages in Bolivar, 
Sun Flower and Humphreys coun- 
ties in Mississippi. Cutting an 800- 
foot swath across Bolivar county, the 
tornado killed two negroes, injured 
10 persons, and destroyed 15 houses, 
Damage there was estimated at $20,- 
000. 

Near Kosciusko, Miss., a 65-year- 
old woman, Mrs. J. W. Adams, was 
killed and two negro farm tenants 
injured as the storm swept the Adams 
plantation. 

The next point struck was Greg- 
ory, Ark., a village of 200 near Au- 
gusta. The village was practically 
destroyed with property damage estie 
mated at $3000. _ a 

Twisting around into Lovisiang, the 
tornado hit Harris, near Home 
two negroes, probably fatally injured 
a third, and caused damage not exact- 
ly estimated but expected to amount 
of several thousands of dollars. More 
than a score of persons were injured. 
Communications at all points were 
disrupted in varying de 

At Boyle, Miss., the inhabitants 
heard the approach of the tornado 
in time to flee their houses, but many 
were struck by flying debris.

County commissioners and strong de- 
fense of their records featured a po- 
litical rally Thursday night at the 
Slaton school, where aspirants for the 
posts spoke before one of the largest 
audiences ever gathered in the insti- 
tution’s auditorium. The primary to 
nominate the eommissioners wil] be 
beld March 19. 

Virgil Adams attacked the record 
of incumbents, while Commissioners 
Paul Etheridge and Walter Hendrix 
and Huiet Chambers, speaking for 
Dr. W. L. Gilbert, defended the ad- 
ministration as one of economy and 
declared that the people and the coun- 
ty have prospered under the present 
regime, 

Mr. Adams flayed what he termed 
“ross inefficiency and extravagance 
of the administration in paving road 
stretches in the southern section of 
Fulton county, which begin nowhere 
and go nowhere, except through prop- 
erty in which one of the commission- 
ers is interested.” 

“Not only has a series of roads 
been constructed through this real es- 
tate subdivision, but concrete bridges 
have heen built over streams,” Mr. 
Adams said. “I have nothing against 
any one of the commissioners in this 
race but I do not like the way they 
bave handled this and other matters.”

Etheridge sta “This county is 
operating smoo ly, efficiently and for 
the best interests of its citizens.

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti; March 
6.—(?)—Haitian agitation for inter- 
vention by President Hoover's inves- 
tigating commission into the politi- 
eal affairs. of the republic reached 
a new peak today. 

Rumors spreading through the city 
that President Louis Borno intended 
to make“ a coup-d’etat by resigning 
and naming his own successor through 


new appointments to the council of 
state roused great excitement. Sim- 
ilar rumprs a week ago provoked dem- 
onstrations: Those usually well in- 
fermed declared today’s rumors were 
unfounded. 

At Jacmel, in the southern part of 
the country, Captain Hal Potter, na- 
cional garde officer in command, re- 
ported today that'100 young men had 
rioted last night. The police sub- 
dued them with sticks. Two sergeants 
were struck by stones but were not 
hurt. . 

Feeling in the south ran _ high 
against the American occupation of 
the island republic. Conditions were 
undér control, however, and no seri- 
ous trouble was expected.

Postal Receipts Increase and 
J. B. Knight Predicts Bet- 
ter Business. 


COLUMBUS, Ga. March 6.— 
Along with the announcement by 
Charles E. Walton, postmaster, that 
Columbus postal receipts in Feb- 
ruary exceeded January by more 
than $2,000 despite the fact that there 
were three days more in the latter 
menth, J. B. Knight, Jre., gave a most 
optimistic interview to the local press. 
So Columbus business circles are feel- 
ing more optimistic. 

. B. Knight, Jr., .is’ president 
of J. T. Knight & Sons of Columbus, 
which does a world-wide business in 
so-called junk, such as, for instance, 
second-hand railroads, which the com- 
pany dismantles. Mr. Knight is, there- 
fove, in touch with ‘business activities 
both national and international. 

Mr. Knight stated that improve- 
ment for 1930 had already set in, and 
added this comment: 

“Business conditions, as applied to 
industries, and only with such do 
we come in contact, are very much 
better than they were several months 
ago.” said Mr. Knight. “A big pipe 
mill in Birmingham, Ala., that op- 
erated about 50 per cent time last 
year. is now running full time. Steel, 
which never dropped off as much as 
some others, is approaching full pro- 
duction. It is our best industrial ba- 
rometer. We need never be unduly 
worried in a business way while the 
demand for steel is around normal. 

“Fertilizer producers who looked 
for a big cut down in the volume of 
their business for this year, now see 
a good increase for the present year. 
This shows that the farmers are go- 
ing to work and have resources by 
which they can carry on. This in- 
dicates the agricultural people will 
have money this year: 

“We handle scrap rubber, and are 
getting many inquiries for this com- 
medity. This points to increase in 
all lines in which rubber is_ used. 
Columbus is interested in tire ,pro- 
duction. There seems to have been too 
much curtailment by the tire manu- 
facturers, and reaction is coming 
earlier than was expected a short time 
ago. : 
“An unusual number of foreign 
inquiries are coming to us for va- 
rious products which lead to_ believe 
foreign manufacture is picking | up. 
This in turn should provide money 
with which other countries can take 
our exports.”

NYE LITIGATION SHIFTS 


TO DELAWARE COURTS

$5 which he claimed to have lost. He 
asked Phillips if he had given it to 
him in payment for the game, where- 
upon Phillips is said to have emptied 
his pocket to show Caison that he 
had nothing larger than a $1 Dill on 
his person. Caison left, apparently 
satisfied, but retfiirned 830 minutes 
later with a shotgun in his hand and 
asked for Phillips. Witnesses testi- 
fied that Caison fired when a few 
steps from Phillips, the load passing 
through Phillips’ arm into his head. 
Death followed in a few hours. —

Back in Josh’s boyhood days he 
was taken seriously ill.

abandoned. All negroes on the planta- 
tion were given decent burial by their 
“white folks,” and so workmen were 
assigned to make the coffin for Josh. 

The young negro was determined to 
live and through the best of medical 
skill and his own vitality, Josh es- 
caped death and has been healthy 
since. 

The coffin stands upright today in 
the old carriage house under lock and 
kev. where it has been all these years. 

No negro family has ever been pre- 
vailed upon to even consider the use 
of the coffin for any of their loved 
ones who have died. 

Superstition among the negroes on 
the plantation has caused them to 


give the carriage house a wide berth,

NEW YORK, March 6.—(Special.) 
The suit of the National Bank of 
Athens for $132,007 against Orvis 
Brothers & Company, was décided in 
favor of the brokerage firm Wednes- 
day by a jury before Supreme Court 
Justice Hatting.

Thieves’ 


Jargon. 


For the last three years the arrest 
of thieves of a certain class has re- 
vealed in their possession letters and 
even telegrams in a code which proved 
the despair of experts. Of the old jar- 
gon there was not a sign. The fact 
was pretty well established, however, 
that international thieves were able to 
communicate with one another in a 
way that defied detection. A year ago 
Alberto Pinto, a Spaniard “wanted” 
in various European cities, was ar- 
rested in Brazil. When his jacket was 
examined a school copybook bearing 
the imprint of a Madrid bookseller and 
almost filled with words arranged in 
columns, which to the detective had 
no meaning, was found. In Paris Pin- 
to when confronted with the book 
gave an account of it. It seems that 
in 1926 at Leridan, Spain, there was 
an international congress of thieves, 
among them three Spaniards, two Por- 
tuguese, one Chilian, two Greeks, four 
Englishmen, four Americans and one 
Italian. Pinto, however, could not be 
persuaded to reveal what any of the 
code words meant and even denied 
the police to find out. After the ex- 
perts of the surete had given up the 
task the secret was found by Dr. 
Locard, of Lyons, a handwriting and 
code expert. He made the interesting 
discovery that every eode word was 
followed without any space by its 
equivalent in Spanish spelled back-

Losing People; Increasing Products. 


The farm population of the entire 
country is now 4,500,000 fewer than 
it was 20 years ago, and the loss 
would have been much greater but for 
the fact that 23 persons are born on 
the farms to 8 who die there; but 
the babies go with the family when 
it abandons, or is forced off, the farm 
and moves to town to get a living. 

The fact that there are 65,000 idle 
farms in Georgia is due in_ large 
measure to the migration of unsuccess- 
ful farmers, white and black, to the 
factory aveas and to the towns and 
cities where increasing populations 
and. enterprises call for more labor. 

Nevertheless, by and large, im- 
proved farm machinery and methods 
of cultivation have made it possible 
for those who remain upon the*farms 
to produce larger crops—so much so 
that they have produced over their 
markets and are suffering from sur- 
pluses and unremunerative prices.

The Main Curse of the Farmer. 

Speaking for Georgia alone, the 
main curse of the farmer is the ex- 
cessive number of counties in the 
state. As shown in The Constitution 
frequently, and the last time only a 
few days ago, it is the costs of su- 
perflu.us county governments that is 
imposing ‘heavy and useless taxation 
upon the farmers of the state espe- 
cially. 

They could stop the exhausting 
drain, if they would, but until they 
consent to consolidate counties, as the 
constitution provides, and make one 
county government cover two to five 


of the present counties, they must 
continue to be pillaged by courthouse 
peanut politicians. 

All the whining and howling they 
do about taxes go up in the air like 
pipe-smoke as long as they allow tax- 
eaters to keep them harnessed to in- 
competent county machines. 


Pauper Counties Suck the State. 

The state taxes the farmer’s prop- 
erty only 5\mills on the dollar, 50 
cents on the $100, and on the 
$1,000. More than 100 of the 161 
counties are “pauper counties,” be- 
cause they draw more from the state 
than they pay in to it. The richer 
counties are carrying them just as the 
state carries crippled and mentally de- 
fective children, the deaf, the dumb, 
the blind and the insane. 

There is no difference. Those in- 
sufficient counties are just so many 
state “poor farms.” They are mainly 
inhabited by people who are financial 
cripples, economical defectives, and po- 
litically deaf, dumb and blind—and 
some of them send representatives to 
the legislature who would be adjudged 
“insane” if they were not known to 
be mental dumbbells ! 


A Shrewd Game of Graft. 


Using the term in its economic in- 
stead of its legal sense, the majority 
of the counties of the state are shrewd- 
ly grafting the state. 

What else can one call the present 
system of county assessments of prop- 
erty for ad valorem taxation when a 
county like Clinch, with 775 square 
miles, assesses her improved lands at 
$2.19 per acre, as against Fulton, with 
185 square miles, where the improved 
lands outside the Atlanta city limits, 
is assessed at $182.85 per acre? 

Jasper county’s farms are returned 
at $4.06 per acre as against Bibb’s at 
$43.61; and Talbot county rates her 
farm lands at $3.80 per acre as against 
Muscogee’s, next door, at $27.87. 

And DeKalb, for instance, solemnly 
caleuluates that her farms are worth 
$34.02 per acre, as against Fulton’s 
across the fence which pay taxes on 
valuations of 182.85 per acre, 


Farm Relief Can’t Come That Way. 


The farmers of Georgia ought to be 
taught to see that farm relief in this 
state cannot come by debasing their 
own property to bilk the state out of 
a few dollars of taxes and then allow- 
ing their greedy county officials, like 
Egyptian grasshoppers, eat up their 
substance with local taxes. 

The real relief the farmers need will 
come from consolidated county govern- 
ments, reduced official expenses, a 
statewide system of property assess- 
ments on a market value basis, aboli- 
tion of all ad valorem taxes upon farm 
acres in actual cultivation, and the 
substitution of income taxes for all 
property taxes, 

Those reforms have been effected in 
other states and can be in Georgia 
when the people become sufficiently 
instructed and awake to their most 
vital interests. :

: Mule Purchase. 

In 1926, the year the present- 
ments relate that I purchased a mule 
from the city, I had not become mayor 
and was not connected with the city. 
I do not recollect the purchase of a 
mule at that or any other recent date 
from the city. 

“I welcome and no not shirk any 
‘censure which I deserve. I do ‘feel 
though, that the grand jury should 
have felt considerate enough to call 
me before that body to receive any in- 
formation which I might have been 
able to offer. Some criticism that ap- 
peared would have been withheld, I 
am .sure, had the grand jury learned 
all of the facts. 

“The presentments made mention 
of witnesses who testified before the 
+.and jury that they brought to my 
attention complaints about varigus ir- 
regularities and I failed to do anvy- 
thing. 

“On a number of occasions differ- 
ent persons have come to my office 
and repeated rumors of irregularities. 
When I would ask them for names 
or suggest that they make affidavit 
or consent to testify before the grand _ 
jury, they would in almost every in- 
Stance refuse. At varieus times I 
called in contractors and other per- 
sons about whom I had heard rumors, 
but was unable to get any tangible 
proof of misdea:ing. I even went so 
far as to assign the chief of detectives 
to the task of investigation, and the 
efforts of his department to uncover 
wrongful acts of those suspected did 
not succeed, 


Committee Appointments. 
“With reference to criticism of my 
co.imittee appointments, the grand 
jury I think overstepped its functions 
when it criticized in the manner it did 
ily committee appointments. 

It is my duty and ‘mandatory 
upon me as mayor to appoint the 
standing committees of council. When 
I appointed. these committees T named 
to membership those whom TI believed 
to be best qualified to serve. 


“The mayor is required to a int 
the standing committee on the first 
Monday in January. On that date the 
grand jury investigation was in prog- 
ress, with the press reporting indi- 
cations that it would last two or 
three months longer. The delibera- 
tions were being conducted with the 
utmost secrecy, and my information 
concerning those under fire and the 
charges against them was no better 
than the guess of any other person.

Salary Wrangle Today 


Yankee Owner Reaches St. Petersburg; Ruth Is 
Unchanged on $85,000 Stand. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Fila., March 


6.—(AP)—Colonel Jacob Ruppert, 


president and sole owner of the New York Yankees, reached St. Peters- 
burg this evening for an all-important contract conference with Babe 


Ruth and immediately made it clear 


that the club stood pat on its offer 


of $75,000 a season for 1930 and 19314. 


In advance of a talk with Ruth to-f; 
either before or after the] 


morrow,

spire. He indicated he meant busi- 
ness, however, by bringing a lawyer 
with him to attend to any legal or 
technical matters that may arise in 
drawing up the new salary terms for 
the home run king. 


So far Ruth has given no more in- 
dication of yielding from his demand 
of $85,000 for each of the next three 
years than Colonel Ruppert has in 
sticking to the club figures which the 
slugger rejected some time ago in New 
York. The general feeling in the 
camp, however, is that Ruth will sign, 
whether or not compromise is reached. 


Colonel Ruppert, discussing the sit- 
uation tonight, repeated his convic- 
tion that the New York club always 
had treated Ruth fairly and that he, 
as well as baseball men generally, 
considered the $75,000 offer for the 
next two years fair. The colonel con- 
siders the Babe has been unreason- 
able in demanding a salary $10,000 
higher. It is no secret the club's 
owner resented Ruth’s lengthy state- 
ment, mailed to New York newspa- 
pers from Palm Beach several weeks 
ago, threatening to retire and live 
off a $25,000 income if his figures 
were not met.

~NEW YORK, March 6.—(4)—With 

a fresh decline in open market credit 
rates to levels regarded as clearly 
indicating a lower federal reserve re- 
discount, together with a cut in the 
Bank of England rate, professional 
traders bid up more than a score of 
leading industrial shares to record 
levels for the recovery in today’s 
stock market, only to learn after the 
close of the market that the reserve 
directors at their:weekly meeting had 
left the rediscount rate unchanged at 
4 per cent. 

Call loans, after renewals at 4 per 
eent, were available at 3 1-2, the low- 
est since January, 1928, and bankers’ 
acceptance rates were cut to 3 1-2 
per cent, bid, for the shorter maturi- 
ties, for the first time since March 
While the federal 
reserve officials are understood to 
have been divided on the advisability 
of a further reduction in the redis- 
count rate, Wall Street felt that with 
call loans and acceptances 1-2 of 1 
per cent lower, a downward revision 
seemed assured. There has been con- 
siderable agitation for a lower federal 
reserve rate in the hope that it might 
hasten the rather tardy cheapening 
of credit for commercial loans. 

As to whether the reserve is merely 
delaying the reduction in its rate, or 
has launched upon a policy of releas- 
ing credit through open market pur- 
chases of bills and securities rather 
than loaning to member banks, was 
a problem left for Wall Street to 
puzzle over. The latter theory gained 
some support from reports that the 
reserve was a large buyer of govern- 
ment securities, several of which sold 
at new high levels for the year. It 
was recalled that the reserve lowered 
its buying rate for bankers’ accept- 
ances, while increasing in rediscount 


_rate last August, when it hoped to 


curb speculation while at the same 
time making funds available for legi- 
timate commercial purposes. 
Reserve Officials Wary. 

Reserve officials are undoubtedly 
chary of taking any action that might 
stimulate a new bull orgy on the 
stock market, or which would let the 
credit situation get out of its hands, 
as it did a year ago. Furthermore, 
the governor of the Philadelphia re- 
serve institution recently explained 
that there is a feeling in reserve cir- 
cles that a lower rediscount rate at 


tant stimulus to business.

During recent months, the reserve 
has kept its rate one-half of 1. per 
cent below the Bank of England rate 
to prevent losses of gold from Lon- 
don to New York. With Governor 
Harrison, of the New York bank now 
in London, Wall Street was inclined 
to the theory that a similar under- 
standing must still exist. It is pos- 
sible, however, that the low accep- 
tance rates in the New York market, 
now about on par with London, may 
prevent a flow of gold in this direc- 
tion, without cutting the bank rate. 
Furthermore, sterling exchange did 
not weaken with the lower rate in 
London, rather was firmer. 

Good Headway. 

While the stock market made good 
headway, the index of 90 leading is- 
sues rising nearly 2 points to a new 
1930 peak, it did not display the 
marked buoyance that it frequently 
has in the past on substantial cheap- 
ening of credit. The weekly broker- 
age loan total showed an increase of 
$94,000,000, the largest weekly gain 
since September, with the exception 
of the week at the turn of the year, 
when unusual conditions prevailed. 

While loans still hold relatively low, 
this abrupt gain was interpreted as 
reflecting a movement away from the 
investment character of the buying 
of the past several weeks. 

The electric equipments were no- 
tably strong. General Electric and 
Allis Chalmers rose a_ couple of 
points to new _peaks, and Westing- 
house Electric rose more than 5 
points to close at its best 1930 level, 
The domestic and Porto Rican sugar 
stocks gained 2 or 3 points in re- 
sponse to the senate’s approval of a 
higher sugar tariff. 

' U. S. Steel Gains. 

United States Steel gained about 4 
and American Can 2, Bendix, Good- 
year, Engineer’s Public Service, Stone 
& Webster, Missouri Pacific, and 
Vanadium mounted 2 to 4 points to 
new 1930 tops. Gains in the utilities 
were moderate, and on the whole the 
rails made little headway. Worthing- 
ton Pump was a buoyant feature, 
mounting about 13 points, and closing 
near the top. 

Commodities again broke sharply, 
only to rebound before the end of the 
day. Wheat futures dropped about 
2 cents, then rallied nearly 3 on 
short covering and farm board sup- 
port. Cotton dropped $2 a bale to 
new lows for the season, but reduced 
its losses to from 25 cents to $1.23 
a bale at the close. 

Foreign exchanges were featured 
by a rally of nearly 1-2 cent in the 
Spanish peseta, which touched 12.12 


cents. Sterling cables gained nearly

ENGLAND LOWERS: 
~ DISCOUNT RATE 


LONDON, March 6.—(@)—The 
Bank of England reduced its discount 
rate today from 4 1-2 to 4 per: cent. 

Principal reason for the r<duction 
of the bank rate was found in the 
difference of 1 per cent between mar- 
ket diseounts and the official mini- 
Pog which made the latter ineffee- 
ive. 

The recent inflow of gold, with 
more to come from Australia, placed 
the bank’s gold position with suffi- 
cient strength to enable it largely to 
ignore the continental demand. 

_ The international money market po- 

sition also has improved since the 
Bank of England made its last reduc; 
tion. In view of further decline of 
the open market discount rates in 
New York, which were taken in some 
quarters to foreshadow a_ reduced 
New York bank rate, authorities here 
took the opportunity of giving the 
trade of the country the benefit of 
another half per cent reduction. 

The downward movement had 
been largely discounted by the stock 
market, where the prices of investment 
issues and government stocks yester- 
day were firmer. Their tone this 
morning was even better after the 
i” ngagmpaaata of the reduction was 
made. 


FEDERAL RESERVE 
RATE IS UNCHANGED. 

NEW YORK, March 6.—(4)—Di- 
rectors of the New York federal re- 
serve bank made no announcement 
after their regular weekly meeting to- 
day regarding the rediscount rate, 
which is 4 per cent. 

Wall Street had felt that the 
chances of a reduction were better 
than ever, in view of the cutting of 
the Bank of England rate from 4 1-2 
to 4 per cent, and the recent ease in 
bankers’ acceptance rates. That no 
action was taken caused surprise in 
some banking circles. 

With both London and New York 
banks on the same discount basis, 
bankers said a renewed flood of gold 
from London to New York might be 
set in motion. Federal reserve offi- 
cials are believed to be anxious to 
avoid any disturbance of the Bank 
of England’s replenished gold stock. 
Sterling exchange was strong today, 
however, and if special arrangements 
have been made to support it this may 
prevent a movement of gold, regard- 
less of the rediscount rate.

Harrison Abroad. 

Reealling that Governor Harrison,

Wall Street was confident that an un- 
derstanding had been reached at these 
meetings whereby the reduction rate 
would be followed by a reduction in 
the rediscount rate here. The fed- 
eral resérve bank here and the Bank 
of England acted together in advanc- 
ing rediscount rates to last year's 
high level of 6 and 6 1-2 per cent, 
respectively, the highest since the post- 
war inflation period which collapsed 
in May of 1920. The Bank of Eng- 
land advanced its rediscount rate a 
full 1 ad cent to 6 1-2 per cent on 
September 26, last. at the time that 
our bull stock market was still suck- 
ing in funds from all parts of the 
world. When the bull stock market 
collapsed the Bank of England and 
the federal reserve bank here again 
acted together in reducing rates. On 
October 21 the Bank of England cut 
its rediscount rates from 6 1-2 per 
cent to 6 with the federal reserve 
bank here the same day reducing its! 
rate from 6 to 5. Since then both 
rates have been repeatedly reduced, 
the last drop occurring on February 
5 when the Bank of England cut its 
rate from 5 per cent to 4 1-2 with 
the rate here cut the same day from 
4 1-2 to 4. | 
Opinions Differ. 

It is now a matter of record that 
a difference of opinion exists in fed- 
eral reserve circles here as to the 
wisdom of helping along the world- 
wide downward trend in money rates. 
Some federal reserve officials have 
frankly gone on record with voicing 
the belief that easy money can eas- 
ily bring about speculation both in 
general trade and in the stock mar- 


officials of the federal reserve in the 
conference held here in the summer 
of 1927, which resulted in lower re- 
discount rates of our federal reserve 
banks, forced in some cases, to help 
along an outward flow of gold from, 
this country for currency and trade 
stabilization abroad. In such banking 
quarters the belief has been express- 
ed that a large part of the existing 
world-wide unsatisfactory economic 
and general trade situation can be 
tracked back to the action taken by 
heads of central banks and our fed- 
eral reserve officials in the summer 
of 1927. 

But while some federal reserve offi- 
cials have gone on record as ques- 
tioning the wisdom of concerted ac- 
tion to help along the world-wide 
downward trend in rediscount rates 
and open money market rates it is 
evident from what has actually hap- 
pened that such federal reserve offi- 
cials are in the minority. Usually 
well informed bankers here in Wall 
Street are confident that in addition 
to wanting to make money easy to 
help the commodity markets and gen- 
eral trade, our federal reserve offi- 
cials and heads of foreign central 
banks have an agreement to do what 
they can to help make money easy 
to help float the German reparation 
bonds soon to be issued through the 
new International Settlements bank, 
which opens its doors on March 15. 
Bankers here are agreed that the 
success of the German reparation bond 
offering and the new International 
bank are matters of great importance 
. _ international situation and out- 
OOK, 

In the meantime it is natural to ex- 
pect that the stock market is going 
to take advantage of the world-wide 
downward trend in open money mar- 
ket rates. Undoubtedly some of the 
recent heavy foreign buying of our 
stocks has been in anticipation of easy 
money,

Both domestic and foreign sales 
showed marked increases for 1929. Re- 
ports for the first month of 1930 
were 12 per cent ahead of January 
last year, which was also a record 
January for Dictaphone.

Deduttions for depreciation form an 
important item in the returns of many 
taxpayers, and are the sybject of fre- 


quent inquiries. “Depreciation” is de- 
fined as “a reasonable allowance for 
the exhaustion, wear and tear of 
property used in the trade or busi- 
ness, including a reasonable allow- 
ance for obsolescence.” 


In claiming a deduction for depre- 
ciation, several fundamental principles 
must be observed. The deduction must 
be confined to property actually used 
in trade, business, profession, or vo- 
eation. In general, it applies to the 
taxpayer's capital assets—buildings, 
machinery, etc.—the cost of which can 
not be deducted as a business expense. 

Depreciation may be claimed on all 
business property, which includes not 
ouly buildings and machinery of a 
permanent character, but automobiles, 
farm tractors, mine and mill equip- 
ment, office furniture, and books. A 
lawyer, doctor, or other professional 
man may not. charge off as a current 
expense the cost of a an tare 
wholly in his P desangam: this being a 
capital expenditure and the library a 
capital asset. But he may deduct. an 
allowance for depreciation, based upon 
the useful life of the library.

victory here today when the appellate 
court overruled a contempt of court 
conviction of Louis B. Seltzer, ed- 
itor, and Carlton K. Matson, edi- 
torial writer of the Cleveland Press, 
daily newspaper. 

The appellate court ordered Mat- 
gon and Seltzer not to pay $500 fines 


nor to serve 30-day jail sentences 
which were imposed on them a year 
ago by Common Pleas Judge Fred- 
erick Walther. In addition, the ap- 
pellate judges seored Judge Walther 
for his actions in the case and de- 
livered an opinion that the rights 
of free newspapers are essential to 
a free people. 

Judge Walther tried and convicted 
Matson and Seltzer on the contempt 
charge when he took offense at an 
editorial in the press which criti- 
cized him for granting an injunction 
restraining Sheriff EK. J. Hanratty 
from stopping a betting system at a 
race track. 

Newton D. Baker, former secretary 
of war, defended Matson and Seltzer. 

The appellate court decision said: 

“We live in an age of pitiless pub- 
licity where the freedom of the press 
and freedom of speech are paramount 
issues. And newspapers should have 
the right to print what they please, 
always guiding themselves by the laws 
of libel. A free people must have 
a free press and a newspaper should 
have the right to speak freely its 
Views,
